From the Chicago Tribune. 


Wo know no words which -w ill convey to 


persons residing outside of Chicago an idea 
t( what has been done in the way of re- 
building the city thun to say, begLuiiiJiji on 
April 15, LS7-J, and ending December 1. is~^. 
excluding Suudays. counting -00 working 
~a\ti, and eaeh day of eight hours, there will 
be compled one brick, stone or iron build- 
ing '2:') feot front and from four to six stories 
high, for each hour of that time. 
In other 


words, the buildiugs of that size and charac- 
ter completed, and that will be completed, 
by December 1, will average one for euen (>0 
minutes of 200 days ol eight hours each. 


This estimate, which will fall below the 


actual fact, does not include the many -stone, 
brick, iron and wooden buildings built out- 
side of the burned distriut, und which alone 
email the ordinary new buildings; put up in 
Chicago annually. There is no precedent in 
the world's history of such n growth; no 
precedent for such energy and bravery by t* 
people who, within the year, had sten 
sJJUn.OOO.UW of their property destroyed by- 
tire. The statement will sound extraordi- 
nary that, for seven months m 1H7-J,—begin- 
ning the tirst day the irost was out of the 
ground,—there was built and completed in 
the burnt >listrict of Chicago a brick, stone, 
or iron warehouse every hour of each work- 
ing day in that time. 


The extraordinary 
achievement in re- 


building Chicago in not contiued to the num- 
ber of new buildings, but applies equally to 
their size, and their superiority in construc- 
tion and materials. 
It will strike those 


familiar with Chicago before tbc lire that, 
while four stoties wa.s the general height of 
business blocks ut that time, the present 
buildings, HS a general thing, are at len^t 
one story higher, thus adding- one-fifth to 
the warehoti-e capacity. 
While the brick 


structures still bear« large proportion to 
the whole number of new edilices. the pro- 
portion of rttoue fronts has largely increased. 
—that material superseding, in many oases, 
the iron fronts. 
Another peculiarity of the 


new buildings is the greatly-increased num- 
ber of double and treble stores ; that is, 
stores having sixty aud seventy-five feet, 
and, in many eases, one hundred "feot front. 


Outside of the burnt district tliere have 


been erected dwellings for this increased1 
population, together with the local stores 
und warehouses required for the increased 
retail trade. Tho whole city has put on 
activity, and. go whery one will, lie will 
meet tlie surprising evidences of that in- 
crease in trade., manufactures and popula- 
tion, aiul riso in real estate, which arc indu- 
bitable evidence of the permanent prosperity 
>f Chicago. To the north of Chicago, ex- 
tending along the lake shore, are a succes- 
sion of villages rapidly filling up; to the 
south, extending to the parks, the same 
rapid settlement is progressing: while be- 
vond the old WOK tern border of the city, 
within the last six months, a population has 
-ettled which equals that of the whole city 
wenty years ago. This will give to non- 
residents H fair idea of Chicago one ye»r 
after the great lire.

The present hope of success in electing 


Mr. Greeley as President is no longer a 


tidal wave." a "grand uprising 
iff the 


people.''or a "great moral earthquake;" for 
the recent State elections have dissipated all 
these wild dreams ami driven the dreamers 
to their slate and pencil. Since the result in 
Maine the New York Tribune has gone into 
a very close calculation as to how much tlm 
Kopublican majority falls below the majority 
in the year 18t>S, and arrives at the comfort- 
ing conclusion that the (frceleyites have 
gained about four and a half per cent, of the 
entire Republican vote in that State. This, 
then, is the substitute for the "tidal wave" 
which was to carry Air. Groeley into power: 
a modest four and a half per cent, gain upon 
the Kepublican forces. But this very gentle 
and uiuunurlv earthquake, this measured 
atul limited uprising, the Philosopher thinks 
will do ; i'.'V he says in his Tribune that 
e\eii so scanty a guh> u.- thnt will give him 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, Alabama and Cali- 
fornia, ''ami these added to the solid Demo- 
cratic column, will carry us triumphantly 
through.'' 


This sort of whistling to keep one's courage 


up is very amusing when the four and a half 
per cent.'theory is contrasted with the pom- 
pous announcements of assured victory 
which were put forth by the Tribune at the 
time of the Baltimore 
nomination, and 


with the subsequent prophecies of upris- 
ings, floods and earthquakes. Even up to 
thi; time of the Maine election the Tribune 
would have scorned such a meagre measure 
of success as a four aud a half percentage of 
gain on a vote of four years ago.
